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TO URGE EMERGENCY!

Newly elected Legislators from 
the 
26 counties included in the Northeast 
Missouri 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
plldged their support at a conference 
here Friday to a proposed emergen­ 
cy enabling act for 
the 
$75,000,000 
road bond issue voted in November. 
Most of the Legislators from this 
section were present at the meeting 
at the Mark Twain Hotel, which also 
was attended by Assemblymen, Coun­ 
ty Judges and merchants. 
The conferences voted to urge ççs- 
idents of Northeast Missouri to sup 
port proposals for development of the 
Hatch experiment farm near Hanni­ 
bal and the Mark Twain 
Park 
in 
Monroe County, and to support the 
proposed establishment of a Lewis 
d a rk memorial park in Lewis 
and 
Clark Counties. 
. Among other 
subjects 
considered 
at the meeting was the program 
of 
the Missouri Teachers' Association to 
provide more funds for developmnet 
of educational facilities in this State. 
State Senator James H. Whitecot- 
ton of Paris, a veteran 
of 
several 
terms in both houses of the General 
Assembly, said: 
“The coming of the 
Legislature will be of grave import­ 
ance, for several questions of great 
importance will come up. 
We must 
increase the State’s revenues or 
de­ 
crease the expenses. There are three 
ways in which to get more funds: in­ 
crease of visible property tax, a high­ 
er income tax or a 
tax 
on 
amuse­ 
ments, cigarettes nad tobacco. 
I 
do 
not know which will 
be adopted 
or 
which may prove the best. Personal­ 
ly I shall fight to keep down 
taxes 
on property. 
“Next to taxation the most import­ 
ant question is that of schools. 
The 
program 
proposed 
veentually will 
require $11,000,000 for carrying out 
to its full intent". 
Senator Whitecotton explained the 
plan proposed and stressed the 
im­ 
portance of not allowing the schools 
to fall behind in standards. 
He ad­ 
vocated estabtfftlHwewt 
jmoor col­ 
leges, declaring that they would per­ 
mit keeping many girls and boys at 
home two years longer. 
He compli­ 
mented Hannibal for subscription by 
its citizens of $232,000 for the Han­ 
nibal- LaGrange College. 
“ When it comes to work for 
the 
S tate”, he concluded, “I am not just 
a Democrat; I am a Missourian, and 
will allow nothing to interfere with 
doing everything I can for my State 
and for Northeast Missouri". 
E. W. Wilson of Marion 
County, 
who will serve his second term in the 
House, and has 
been 
prominently 
mentioned at the Democratic candi­ 
date for Speaker, made suggestions 
for carrying out the purpose of the 
conference. 
Representative 
E. 
W. 
Keithfy of Ralls County, stressed the 
importance of organization and said 
that some other sections of the State 
already had seen the importance 
of 
this. 
Gray Snyder, Representàtive-elect 
from Lewis County, 
declared 
him­ 
self “for roads and 
schools”, 
and 
said that 
he 
would 
feel that 
in 
boosting Northeast Missouri he was 
working for the State as a whole. 
Representative W. E. “Doc" White- 
icotton of Paris, Monroe County, dis­ 
cussed the school situation and Mrs. 
Roby McReynolds, 
recently 
elected 
Representative from 
Knox 
County, 
made a short talk. 
Frank T. Hodgdon, cashier of the 
Farmers* and Merchants’ 
Bank 
of 
Hannbal, and J. B. Jeffries, publisher 
of the Hannibal Courier-Post, told the 
conference about the gift of the farm 
of Col. William H. Hatch near Han­ 
nibal to the State for an experiment 
station. 
The gift was made by Hatch’s family 
to perpetuate the memory of the Mis­ 
souri Congressman who was known 


as the “father of the National 
De 
partment of Agriculture". 
The gift 
was made after the relatives had re 
fused an offer of 
$20,000 
for 
the 
property, Hodgdon said, “but up 
to 
the present time it has been difficult 
to get the State even to patch 
the 
roof on the old homestead". 
The proposed State Park as a me­ 
morial to Lewis and Clark was 
de­ 
scribed by W. E. Hodges of Canton, 
and Frank H. Sosey, editor of 
the 
Palmyra Spectator and others refer­ 
red to the Mark Twain Park at Flor­ 
ida, Monroe County, which 
includes 
the house in which the humorist was 
born. 
They said that so far, this is 
the only State Park in this area, yet 
is not receiving State aid to the ex­ 
tent others have received it.

light and water plant six years ago. 
The superintendent of the plant, Geo. 
C. Blakey. kindly consented 
to tell 
how it was done there. 
“ We installed equipment under the 
Fairbanks-Morse monthly installment 
plan, which enables a small town 
to 
purchase machinery without a 
bond 
issue. 
“We have two, two-hundred horse­ 
power engines which we have about 
outgrown, and are at this 
time 
in­ 
stalling another unit under the same 
plan. 
“We have in our city 360 domestic 
consumers, 98 
business, 
60 
power, 
65 heat and 370 
water 
consumers. 
Our net profit in 1927 from the light 
and water departments was $10,269.82 
and the estimated free service to the 
city wras $2843.20 in the same year. 
This free service includes the opera 
tion of 85 street lights, 
which 
we 
burn all night regardless of the moon, 
servicing the fire protection system 
and giving free electricity for the city 
library building. 
The 
street 
lights 
range from 60 to 1000 candle power. 
“We are the only town in Missouri 
to operate our own light, water and 
ice plant, and probably the only one 
in the Unifed States to operate the 
above three utilities together with its 
own Fairgrounds and cemetery. 
“We think this is a 
very 
good 
record for a town with only 1500 peo­ 
ple, 
“The Utilities agents have 
often 
approached us with offers to buy our 
plants, but this would be unthinkable 
as the people here are 
thoroughly 
satisfied with municipal 
ownership 
an operation of the utilities.

electric 
light 
plant. 
“Therefore, he it resolved by the 
Board of Public Works of the City of 
Poplar Bluff that 
the 
rate 
to be 
charged for electricity 
for 
lighting 
purposes be reduced to eight 
cents 
per kilowatt hour for the first 30 kil­ 
owatt hours consumed for 
lighting 
purposes during any one month 
and 
five cents per kilowatt hour for 
all 
current consumed for lighting pur­ 
poses over 
ami 
above 
30 kilowatt 
hours during any one month. 
“Be it further resolved 
that 
this 
board invite the 
Missouri 
Utilities 
Company to join with the city in 
an 
application to the Public Service Com­ 
mission of Missouri for permission to 
put the above rates in operation 
in 
Poplar Bluff beginning 
January 
1 
1929”. 
The full membership of the 
hoard 
was present at that meeting. 
This resolution will be presented to 
the City Council tonight for action by 
that organization. 
It is reported that a petition will 
be presented to the 
Council 
asking 
that another elcetion be 
called 
for 
voting on the 
proposed 
waterworks 
system again. 
That proposition fail­ 
ed by only 12 votes when 
a 
special 
election was held last Tuesday. 
According to the Board of Public 
Works, the 
proposed 
reduction in 
lates will mean in reality a rate 
of 
7 3-5 cents for the first 30 hours 
if 
paid by the 10th of each month, and 
4 3-<$ cents for over 30 kilowatt hours 
if paid by the 10th. 
The 
minimum 
rate will remain 75 cents 
and 
the 
cooking rate will also remain at the 
present figure, 3 cents or 2:85 cents 
if paid by the 10th. 
It was explained that in some other 
towns, instead of cutting from 
the 
standard rate for bills paid 
by the 
10th. a charge is added to 
the 
bill 
when not paid by that date. 
The 
Missouri 
Utilities 
Company 
last w’eek announced plans for re­ 
duction of rates throughout the dis­ 
trict, but the total amount of the re­ 
duction was not 
announced.— Poplar 
Bluff Republican.

PROGRESS OF RIVER 
COMTRO^ PROJECTS 


St. Louis, 
December 
17.—Nearly 
two years after 
the most disastrous 
flood of its history, 
the 
Mississippi 
approaches 
the 
spring 
high water 
safer than it ever had been. 
This result has been accomplished 
with such 
lack 
of 
ceremony that 
probably few, even on the banks 
of 
the Father of Waters, are aware 
of 
it. 
It has been done with the expen­ 
diture of but one-thirteenth of 
the 


$325,000,000 voted for 
Federal flood 
control. 
It has been 
achieved since 
last June, when much of the devast­ 
ated territory of 1927 was under wa­ 
ter again, many levees were in doubt­ 
ful repair, and some hundreds of res­ 
idents in the flood areas were vehe­ 
mently of the opinion that the Miss­ 
issippi River never could be 
made 
safe. 
No less important than the immed­ 
iate effects of the six 
months’ work 
just 
closing, 
remarked 
Brig. Gen. 
Thomas H. Jackson, president of the 
Mississippi River Commission, it has 
cleared all preliminaries for the com­ 
prehensive plan enacted by the 
last 
Congress. 
It leaves a straight track 
from now on. 
Only an act of God or 
Congress can delay the Army Engi­ 
neers in carrying out the project 
to 
make the Mississippi 
safe 
against 
‘the greatest predicted flood”. 
First, and probably not the least of 
the tasks completed in the last 
six 
months, was the unsnarling of con­ 
flicts between the plans advanced by 
the commission and by the army en­ 
gineers. 
The controversial barrage 
was appalling. 
Nearly every affected 
community was able 
to 
find some 
feature more favorable to it in 
one 
plan than in the other, and none was 
backward 
In 
making 
its 
position 
known, 


Nevertheless, in a few weeks 
the 
Flood Control Board, on which Gen. 
Jackson served with Gen. Jadwin and 
a civilian engineer, Carleton W. Stur- 
tevant of New York, had personally 
inspected every mile of 
the 
Lower 
Mississippi and almost every acre of 
flood territory, heard hours of testi­ 
mony in public hearings, read stacks 
of briefs by engineers and attorneys, 
analyzed and discarded a flock of new 
suggestions and unanimously approv­ 
ed the plan of the army engineers. 
The board was able to agree, on en­ 
gineering principles, that 
this plan 
had three 
fundamental 
advantages! 
over that submitted by the commiss­ 
ion. 
It provided for the lowering of 
flood heights in the main river wher-

ever 
practicable, 
declared 
against 
constricting the main river 
at flood 
time 
by 
reclamation 
of additional 
back-water lands and 
provided 
for 
protection against the greatest pre­ 
dicted flood—one 25 per cent greater 
than that of 1927. 
Under this plan, levees below Com­ 
merce, the actual of the alluvial val­ 
ley, will be raised an average of two 
to three feet, and 
strengthened 
to 
such an extent that the material con­ 
tained in the newr levees will he 
al­ 
most double that of 
the old. 
Flood 
planes in the main channel, and strain 
on these levees, will be 
lowered 
by 
four diversions—a 
river-side 
flood­ 
way 
roughly 
five 
miles 
wide 
in 
Southeastern Missouri, between Cairo 
and New Madrid; diversion 
opening 
near C ypress Creek. 
Arkansas, into 
the Boeuf Basin, and opening oppo­ 
site Angola, La., into the Atchafala- 
ya Valley, both headed by ‘fuse plug” 
levees built to break automatically at 
definite 
flood 
stages, 
and a short 
floodway 
into 
Lake 
Pontchartrain 
from Bonnet Carre above New 
Or­ 
leans, guarded by a controlled con­ 
crete spillway. 
Heated as were the discussions of 
this plan a few months ago, it is 
a 
common belief that direct opposition 
has 
become 
enervated. 
Occasional 
flurries still arise, but the theory has 
been suggested that these are con­ 
cerned with the business of assuring 
that landowners 
make—at 
least—a 
reasonable profit on flowage rights, 
rather than with outright 
obstruc­ 
tion of the project. 
Among the early official 
acts 
of 
Gen, Jackson was the simplification 
of official machinery, including 
the 
junking of three engineer districts to 
eliminate an archaic 
duplication 
of 
effort and accumulation of red 
tape. 
The field work formerly conducted by 
the commissioner’s office in St. Louis 
was distributed among the districts. 
This left headquarters free to 
con­ 
centrate on its main function—that 
of an executive 
and 
administrative 
office. 


All of the land in the four big di­ 
versions was 
classified 
as 
timber, 
farm land, cut-over land, swamp and 
so 
on. 
The 
assessed 
value 
was 
starched out, and the owners 
were 
approached for their 
valuation 
of 
flowage rights, or, 
in 
the case 
of 
rights-of-way for 
levees, for their 
P1 ice for outright purchase by 
the 
Government. 


Estimates obtained in the* Bonnet 
floodway ran as high as ten times the 
asssesed valuation. This land will be 
subject to overflow perhaps as rarely 
as once in five years, as past records 
indicate, but possibly—if use of 
the 
spillway in time becomes something 
of a convenience, for 
lowering 
ex­ 
cessive stages, as well as a necessity 
in actual flood danger—almost every 
year. 


Flowage valuation set by the own­ 
ers in the larger floodways, subject 
1 to overflow, no the average, as rarely 
as one year in 15, ranged from three 
to five time assessed valuation. Un­ 
der the Flood Control Act, where un­ 
reasonable prices are demanded 
the 
Government may obtain

spillway. 
The 70-mile floodway on the 
Mis­ 
souri side above New Madrid is de­ 
signed to obviate the desperate alter­ 
native of building higher levees 
at 
Cairo, on the Illinois 
bank. 
Cairo, 
for some blocks, is many feet below 
the present flood stages. 
Its levees, 
according to army engineers, already 
have gone as high 
as 
they can be 
built to withstand the force of 
the 
flooding Mississippi. 
In 
the 
1927 
flood, when water reached their tops, 
it began to force its way underneath 
through 
a geyser-like 
phenomenon 
called sand boils. 
The floodway will 
somewhat raise flood heights at New 
Madrid, but Gen. Jadwin has declar­ 
ed, stronger levees will give full pro­ 
tection.

Although oriental persimmons 
are 
grow n in several 
Southern 
States, 
and may be found on the m arket 
ii\ 
m ost large cities, many people con­ 
fuse them with the 
native 
persim­ 
mons, which are much sm aller 
and 
less attractive. 
The ripe 
Japanese 
persimmon is sweet, mild, and delici­ 
ous in flavor and a beautiful yellow 
orange or red orange in color. 
It is 
so much the staple fru it in both J a ­ 
pan and China that often it is 
re­ 
ferred to as “the apple of the O rient”. 
Through continuous search by ex­ 
plorers of the United S tates D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture, the best variet­ 
ies of the oriental 
persimmon 
have 
been brought to this country for trial 
and propagation. 
One of those 
re­ 
cently introduced from Japan, 
the 
Fuyu, a firm, clear-fleshed, nonastrin­ 
gent fruit, is eagerly sought by those 
setting out orchards. 
Three or four 
other varieties have been found well 
tdapted to cultivation 
in 
clim ates 


In California, especially, 
large 
or­ 
chards of Hachiya 
persimmons 
are 
grown. 
From Texas, Alabama, Flor­ 
ida, Georgia, and Virginia Tanenashi 
persim m ons also come to the 
large 
m arket centers. 
The softer varieties 
are eaten 
with 
cream 
and sugar, 
while the Fuyu can be sliced or diced 
for salad or eaten ju st as it is. 
For 
dessert a combination of lemon jelly, 
Japanese persimmons, and 
cream is 
much liked in the South. 
The D epartm ent of A griculture has 
given much attention 
to persimmon 
culture and the problems of m arket­ 
ing the fruit. 
Picking and shipping 
persimm ons bfeore they are ripe 
is 
believed to be a m istake, as the fine 
flavor of properly ripened fru it 
is 
never developed. 
The result is that 
all persimm çns unjustly lose 
favor 
with buyers. 
Again, as certain 
va­ 
rieties have been found much more in 
demand than others, the shipm ent of 
unnamed or misnamed or undesirable 
varieties has been a serious handicap 
to the development of the industry.

United

ute, in Europe fires are the exception 
rather than the rule. 
It is reported 
that there is one 
town on 
the Con­ 
tinent which had 
only one fire dur­ 
ing the last hundred 
years. 
While 
there are many contributing factors 
to conditions on both sides of the At­ 
lantic, probably one of the chief rea­ 
sons that fires are so few in Europe 
is the Code Napoleon which prevails 
in most countries. This law holds the 
person who causes 
fire 
responsible 
for the damage it wreaks upon 
the 
building he occupies and also 
that 
| which 
affects adjacent property. Eu- 
| ropean authorities 
look upon the in­ 
dividual who has a fire as one 
who 
should be called to account. 
, 
Fires cause the people of the Unit­ 
ed States an annual money 
loss 
of 
some $560,000,000, to say nothing of 
1 the thousands of lives snuffed out. 
Modern conveniences for our hom­ 
es, which in many instances increase 
fire hazards, and which the average 
European home does not enjoy, em­ 
phasize the necessity for greater in­ 
stead of less caution on the part of 
every citizen in this country.

BILL DOWNED 38-35 


Washington, 
December 
17.—Pro­ 
hibition got the Senate into a some­ 
what tangled debate today with 
the 
unusual spectacle of both wets 
and 
dry agreeing that a great deal more 
money ought to be appropriated 
to 
enforce the liquor laws. 
When it came time to vote, 
how­ 
ever, the lineup was fairly well 
de­ 
fined along party lines, and the pro­ 
posal to increase the prohibition en­ 
forcement fund from $13,500,000 to 
more than $270,000,000 lost by three 
votes, 38 to 35. 
It drew its chief support from wets 
and drys in the Democratic member­ 
ship, while Republicans were almost 
a unit in standing by 
the 
original 
figure. 
The increase was 
advocated 
by 
Senator Bruce of Maryland, a Demo­ 
crat, wet, whose success 
in slipping 
the big figure into the Treasury Post 
Office 
appropriation 
bill 
gave the 
Senate some amusement last week. 
When the House and Senate 
con­ 
ference reported, however, the origi­ 
nal figure of $13,500,000 was restor­ 
ed. 
Having opposed the reduction 
in 
conference on the 
ground that more 
money was needed to enforce prohi­ 
bition satisfactorily, Senator Harris, 
Democrat, Georgia, opened the 
fire­ 
works in the Senate by asking that 
the conference report be disapproved. 
His challenge brought several Sen­ 
ators to their feet, eager to air their 
views, and the whole

not end until upwards

a dozen 
members had engaged 
in the argu­ 
ment.

BOUT a year after the discovery 
of gold at Sutter's mill, the gold of 
California began to attract the greatest 
Influx of Immigrants that America had 
known up to that time. 
People from 
all sections of Europe made their way 
overland, across Manama or uround 
the “Horn” to Join the bearded crowds 
of rough, gay. adventurous men and 
youths who were seeking fortune along 
the golden streams of that most west­ 
erly state.

Soma 
miners, working with crude methods, 
made as much as $5,000 in a single 
day.

PROGRESS OF RIVER 
CONTROL PROJECTS 


St. Louis, 
December 
17.—Nearly 
two years after the most disastrous 
flood of its history, 
the 
Mississippi 
approaches 
the 
spring 
high water 
safer than it ever had been. 
This result has been accomplished 
with such 
lack 
of 
ceremony that 
probably few, even on the banks 
of 
the Father of Waters, are aware 
of 
it. 
It has been done with the expen­ 
diture of but one-thirteenth of 
the 


First, and probably not the least of 
the tasks completed in the last 
six 
months, was the unsnarling of con­ 
flicts between the plans advanced by 
the commission and by the army en­ 
gineers. 
The controversial barrage 
was appalling. 
Nearly every affected 
community was able 
to 
find some 
feature more favorable to It in 
one 
plan than in the other, and none was 
backward 
In 
making 
its 
position 
known. 
Nevertheless, in a few weeks 
the 
Flood Control Board, on which Gen. 
Jackson served with Gen. Jadwin and 
a civilian engineer, Carleton W. Stur- 
tevant of New York, had personally 
inspected every mile of 
the 
Lower 
Mississippi and almost every acre of 
flood territory, heard hours of testi­ 
mony in public hearings, read stack* 
of briefs by engineers and attorneys, 
analyzed and discarded a flock of new 
suggestions and unanimously approv­ 
ed the plan of the army engineers. 
The board was able to agree, on en­ 
gineering principles, that 
this plan 
had three 
fundamental 
advantages 
over that submitted by the commiss­ 
ion. 
It provided for the lowering of 
flood heights in the main river wher­ 


ever 
practicable, 
declared 
against 
constricting the main rivjir 
at flood 
time 
hy 
reclamation 
of additional 
hack-water lands and 
provided 
for 
protection against the greatest pre­ 
dicted flood—one 25 per cent greater 
than that of 1927. 
Under this plan, levees below Com­ 
merce, the actual of the alluvial val­ 
ley, will be raised an average of two 
to three feet, and 
strengthened 
to 
such an extent that the material con­ 
tained in the new levees will be 
al­ 
most double that of the old. 
Flood 
planes in the main channel, and strain 
on these levees, will be 
lowered t by 
four diversions—a 
river-side 
flood­ 
way 
roughly 
five 
miles 
wide 
in 
Southeastern Missouri, between Cairo 
and New Madrid; diversion 
opening 
near Cypress Creek. 
Arkansas, into 
the Boeuf Basin, and opening oppo­ 
site Angola, La., into the Atchafala- 
ya Valley, both headed by ‘fuse plug” 
levees built to break automatically at 
definite 
flood 
stages, 
and a short 
floodway 
into 
Lake 
Pontchartrain 
from Bonnet Carre above 
New 
Or­ 
leans, guarded by a controlled con­ 
crete spillway. 
Heated as were the discussions of 
this plan a few months ago, it is 
a 
common belief that direct opposition 
has 
become 
enervated. 
Occasional 
flurries still arise, but the theory has 
been suggested that these are con­ 
cerned with the business of assuring 
that landowners 
make—at 
least—a 
reasonable profit on flowage rights, 
rather than with outright 
obstruc­ 
tion of the project.

Although oriental persimmons are 
grown in several 
Southern 
States, 
and may be found on the market ii\ 
moat large cities, many people con­ 
fuse them with the 
native 
persim­ 
mons, which are much smaller 
and 
less attractive. 
The ripe 
Japanese 
persimmon is sweet, mild, and delici­ 
ous in flavor and a beautiful yellow 
orange or red orange in color. 
It is 
so much the staple fruit in both Ja­ 
pan and China that often it is

ferred to as “the apple of the Orient”. 
Through continuous search by ex­ 
plorers of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, the best variet­ 
ies of the oriental persimmon have 
been brought to this country for trial 
and propagation.

RE GREATER ,IN U. S. 


While here In the 
United 
States 
we have an average of one fire a min­ 
ute, in Europe fires are the exception 
rather than the rule. 
It Is reported 
that there is one town on 
the Con­ 
tinent which had only one fire dur­ 
ing the last hundred 
years. 
While 
there are many contributing factors 
to conditions on both sides of the At­ 
lantic, probably one of the chief rea­ 
sons that fires are so few in Europe 
is the Code Napoleon which prevails 
in most countries. This law holds the 
person who causes 
fire 
responsible 
for the damage it wreaks upon 
the 
building he occupies and also 
that 
which affects adjacent property. Eu­ 
ropean authorities look upon the 
in­ 
dividual who has a fire as one 
who 
should be called to account. 
Fires cause the people of the Unit­ 
ed States an annual money loss of 
some $560,000.000, to say nothing of 
the thousands of lives snuffed out. 
Modern conveniences for our hom­ 
es, which in many instances increase 
fire hazards, and which the average 
European home does not enjoy, em­ 
phasize the necessity for greater in­ 
stead of less caution on the part of 
every citizen in this country.

BELLE BOYD TO SLEEP 
IN BELOVED 
VIRGINIA 


Kilhoum. 
Wi*., 
December 18.— 
! Belle Boyd, who in life dared every- 
| thing for the south, and then 
was 
buried 
in the alien 
north, is going 
home. The body of the Confederacy’s 
most noted woman spy is to^he taken 
from Tiny Spring 
Grove 
Cemetery 
here and reburied in the soil of her 
native Virginia. 
The courageous foe of the 
Union, 
who hoodwinked Federal officers and 
defied their superiors even to cabinet 


officers, has been honored each Me­ 
morial Day by the Killx>urn G. A. R. 
Old Federal 
soldiera 
have 
placed 
flowers on the famous 
spy’s 
grave 
each year. 
Sne died here June 
11, 
1900, while on a tour with a theatri­ 
cal company. 
Now arrangements are being made 
to exhume the body and send it 
to 
Virginia where a more fitting monu­ 
ment than 
the 
one 
which stands 
above her grave here will be erected. 
On the stone in the cemetery here is 
the simple inscription: 
‘Belle Boyd, 
Confederate spy. 
Born in Virginia 
died 
in 
Wisconsin. 
Erected 
by 
a 
comrade”. 
At 17, Belle Boyd defied 
Union 
troops and shot a United 
States sol­ 
dier in her home at Martinsburg. Va. 
Not yet 18, she braved the cross 
fire 
of 
Federal 
and 
Confederate 
troops to convey to Stonewall Jack­ 
son information which enabled him 
to defeat General Banks in the Shen­ 
andoah Valley. 
Finally, after doing 
daring 
work 
for the Confederacy, she was captur­ 
ed by the “Feds”. 
She was hold in 
prison at Washington and while there 
defied Secretary of War Stanton. Fin­ 
ally she was released. Then rearrest­ 
ed. 
A court-martial sentenced 
her 
to 
prison for the duration 
of the * war, 
but her father got the sentence com­ 
muted to banishment to the 
south. 
She defied Gen. Benjamin Butler, at 
Fort Monroe, when he tried to ques­ 
tion her after certain letters had been 


found in her possession. 
She escap­ 
ed to Richmond. 
Captured while on a blockade run­ 
ner en route 
to 
England 
to enlist 
there, Belle 
fell 
in 
love with her 
guatd, Lieut. Sam Wylde 
Hardinge. 
He accompanied her to New York and 
Boston. 
Her fate was in doubt, but 
finally she was conducted over 
the 
Canadian border and sailed to Eng­ 
land. 
Hardinge joined her there and 
they were married. 
When he return­ 
ed to this country, he was imprison­ 


ed as a deserter, finaiy freed, he re­ 
joined her in England. 
He died in 
1809. 
Belle remarried, 
then obtained 
a 
divorce. 
She married 
a 
third time. 
For some syears she went about 
the 
country lecturing. Then she joined a 
deserter, finally freed, she returned 
to he buried here far from her 
be­ 
loved south.
